INTERESTING 3 “JUDGMENT ‘BY’ 
SINGAPORE APPEAL COURT. 


Important ‘judgments were given in ths 
Court’ of Appeal at Singapore last week 
by the Chief Justice (Sir Walter Shaw), 
Mr: Justice Whiteley.” and Mr.’ “Justice, 
Barrett-Lennard, on the question of the 
correct method of ascertaining Renae 


yalue of property. . 

The case was one in which a Malacca 
Chinese ‘appealed aguinst a decision of 
Mr. Justice Action ato the value af two 
houses at Malacca: which were acquuts 
by the Municipality. 

In giving judgment, the Chief "Justices 
sald Lae the objection tu this. award put 
forward.on behalf of the appellant was 
that the - assessors had worked. oa 3 
wrong basis‘in fixing’ the value ‘of this 
property.
